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Introduction 
A Question Of Perspective 


A fundamental principle of Western jurisprudence is the presumption of innocence. That is, that the burden of proof is 
on the person who accuses not on the accused. Which presumption of innocence, until probative evidence proves 
otherwise, is the fair, the civilized, thing to do. 


In practice, however, this principle is commonly ignored by political and religious zealots; by individuals who from 
whatever motive have or have developed a dislike or hatred of person; and by those who believe or trust what such 
zealots and individuals pejoratively say or write about a person or accuse a person of. In addition it has become 
common for elements of the modern mass commercial media to not only reproduce and repeat the accusations of 
those zealots, of such believers, and of such individuals but also to not present the other side" of the story as told by 
the accused or by the maligned individual, hence the expression "trial by media". 


What is also common, and have been for millennia, are two fallacies of reasoning. The first is that if an accusation or 
rumour is repeated often enough and for long enough a large number of people will believe it is true. Hence what has 
been termed the fallacy of reasoning known as ad populum which is when a person either ‘follows the crowd’ and 
believes or claims that because so many others have claimed or believe something it is probably true, or when they 
are convinced, usually emotively, by a propagandist or politician or by some populist speaker or by the mass media 
that something is true or that someone or some many are guilty or culpable. The second fallacy, Known as the appeal 
to authority, {1} is when the zealots, the believers, the trusting, the prejudiced, refer to or quote what someone, 
regarded as an authority figure, or some of the mass media, have written about the accused, regarding the accusation 
as proven because they accept the authority of such a figure or of what the mass media have written about the 
accused. 


In regard to the principle of ignoring the presumption of innocence, an interesting case is that of Mr David Myatt, a 
neo-nazi activist and ideologue for thirty years (1968-1998) then a supporter of Muslim Jihad for ten years (1999-2009) 
and latterly (2011-present) a man who, rejecting all extremism, developed his own individualistic and somewhat 
mystical and certainly apolitical philosophy centred on the virtues of empathy and compassion. {2} 


For over a quarter of a century he has been the subject of accusations and rumours without any probative evidence 
provided to support them - qv. chapters one and three - with the accusations and rumours now not only believed by 
tens of thousands of people around the world due to them being repeated by media such as ‘wikipedia’ {3} and by 
various mainstream political policy groups, but also reproduced by academics when they mention Myatt usually in 
relation to one of the most persistent unproven accusations: that he is 'Anton Long’ alleged founder of and chief 
propagandist for the Occult group the Order of Nine Angles a/k/a the O9A. {4} 


Another persistent accusation repeated to this day is that Myatt not only wrote a terrorist manual titled A Practical 
Guide to Aryan Revolution but also directly or indirectly influenced the terrorist David Copeland who in London in 1999 
killed three people and seriously injured dozens by planting 'nail-bombs'. However, as noted in chapter one: 


"In early 1998 [...] Myatt was arrested at his village home near Malvern by Detectives from SO12 (Special 
Branch) of Scotland Yard as part of Operation Periphery which had been set up to investigate him in relation 
to incitement to racial hatred and conspiracy and incitement to murder. The Police spent seven hours 
searching Myatt's four-bedroom detached home where he lived with his wife and family, and seized and 
removed his computers and files. Myatt was taken to Malvern Police station and interviewed several times. 
He was later bailed with one of his bail conditions being to attend further interviews with officers from SO12 
at Charing Cross Police station in London. 


S012, in conjunction with British security services and overseas agencies such as the Canadian police, then 


spent three years trying to find evidence sufficient to bring a criminal prosecution and convict him on such 
charges. In 1999 following the London nail-bombings and the arrest of Copeland the investigation was 
widened and included Detectives from the then Anti-Terrorist Branch (SO13) who interviewed Myatt about 
Copeland. 


Despite the three-year long investigation involving multiple law enforcement agencies in the United Kingdom 
and abroad the Police and forensic teams failed to find evidence sufficient to bring a criminal prosecution, 
and in the Summer of 2001 Myatt was released from his bail. 


Thus the accusations regarding his writings inciting racial hatred, regarding his authorship of A Practical 
Guide to Aryan Revolution and of him directly or indirectly influencing Copeland, and of inciting murder, were 
found to be without substance. 


The subsequent repetition of these accusations by others verbally and in writing, and whatever the motive, 
therefore amounted to and amounts to rumour mongering. For centuries in the lands of the West, as often 
elsewhere in the world, the virtue of fairness has been admired with its cultivation in the individual regarded 
as anecessity for a civilized, cultured, society, based as the virtue was on restrained personal behaviour." 


A Question Of Perspective 


In the maelstrom of human centuries and millennia, of the rise, decline and fall of governments, of revolution, of wars, 
of social change and upheaval, and of the development of new mediums to disseminate information and the decline of 
old technologies, the accusations and rumours about David Myatt are or will become irrelevant because transient, just 
as accepted authority and accepted authorities, and the people who make, spread and believe such accusations and 
rumours are transient: memento homo quia pulvis es, et in pulverem reverteris, "recall, mortal, you are dust and you 
will revert to being dust." 


For, as noted in chapter two, 


"And yet, untiringly - like the Sun, far away and omnipresent - [those above Time] shed their light; that light 
which is, in our growing gloom, like a glimpse of all the past and future dawns."

{1} The fallacy of appeal to authority, also known as the fallacy of Argumentum ad Verecundiam, is somewhat 
misunderstood in this age of the Internet. It is not only citing or quoting a person or persons who is/are regarded, by 
the person citing or quoting or by others, as an authority or 'expert' on a subject but also citing or quoting the opinion 
given by some institution, or 'policy/advisory group' or similar, on a subject, regardless of whether or not the ‘expert’ or 
institution or whatever has their opinion published by some means or some medium regarded as 'mainstream', 
academic, or 'respectable' or authoritative. 


The crux of the fallacy is a reliance by someone or by some others on who or what is regarded in a particular society as 
an authority on or as having a detailed or ‘expert’ knowledge of a subject or subjects. 


Thus a recent statement such as that the fallacy of appeal to authority "is when the opinion of a non-expert on a topic 
is used as evidence" is itself fallacious because although it appears to be a decisive statement regarding ‘authority’ it 
is logically not so having not only restricted the fallacy to those are not 'experts' but does not define what an ‘expert’ 


or a ‘false expert’ is or are or who or what person or institution, or 'policy/advisory group’ or similar has the ‘authority’ 


to declare someone an 'expert' or a 'false expert' in a certain subject or subjects, and from whence a person or an 
institution, or 'policy/advisory group' or similar derives their own authority to make such declarations. 


The corollary of the appeal to authority is personal research by scholarly means of a subject or the life and works of a 
person using primary sources. 


{2} According to Myatt writing in his book The Numinous Way of Pathei-Mathos, 


"For the philosophy of Pathei-Mathos, 'the good' is considered to be what is fair; what alleviates or does not 
cause suffering; what is compassionate; what is honourable; what is reasoned and balanced. This knowing of 
the good arises from the (currently underused and undeveloped) natural human faculty of empathy, and 
which empathic knowing is different from, supplementary and complimentary to, that knowing which may be 
acquired by means of the Aristotelian essentials of conventional philosophy and experimental science. 


Empathy thus inclines a person toward certain virtues; toward a particular type of personal character; and 
disinclines them toward doing what is bad, what is unfair; what is harsh and unfeeling; what intentionally 
causes or contributes to suffering. 


For empathy enables us to directly perceive, to sense, the @vbotc (the physis, qv. Appendix IV) of human 


beings and other living beings, involving as empathy does a translocation of ourselves and thus a knowing-of 
another living-being as that living-being is, without presumptions and sans all ideations, all projections, all 
assumed or believed categories or categorizations. For empathy involves a numinous sympathy with another 
living-being; a becoming - for a causal moment or moments - of that other-being, so that we know, can feel, 
can understand, the suffering or the joy of that living-being. In such moments, there is no distinction made 
between them and us - there is only the flow of life; only the presencing and the ultimate unity of Life, of 
woxn, with our individuals self understood as just one fallible, fragile, microcosmic, mortal emanation of Life, 
and which emanation can affect other life in a good way or a bad way. In addition, empathy and pathei- 
mathos, provide us with the understanding that we human beings have the ability - the character - (or can 
develope the ability, the character) to understand and to restrain ourselves, to decide to do what is good and 
not do what is wrong. This ability of reason, this choice, and this ability to develope our character, are the 
genesis of culture and express our natural potential as human beings. 


The numinous sympathy - ouumdGeta (Sympatheia, benignity) - with another living being that empathy 
provides naturally inclines us to treat other living beings as we ourselves would wish to be treated: with 
fairness, compassion, honour, and dignity. It also inclines us not to judge those whom we do not know; those 
beyond the purveu - beyond the range of - our faculty of empathy."

Chapter One 


Legality, Allegations, And Mr Myatt 


Since at least 1998 various allegations have been publicly made about David Myatt, a former neo-nazi, with many of 
those making the allegations of the opinion that Myatt, despite his renunciation since 2010 of all extremism and his 
development of a mystical philosophy based on the virtues of empathy and compassion, ‘!} should never be, and 
cannot be, forgiven for past deeds with the accusations including that he promoted hatred and killing. 


In legal terms, in terms of Western jurisprudence, what did Myatt (i) do during his years (1968-1998) as a National 
Socialist activist and ideologue; and (ii) do during his years (1998-2009) as a Muslim and advocate of Jihad, that 
contravened the laws existing in the United Kingdom at the time? 


National Socialist Years 

The most common accusations are that during his National Socialist years he (a) directly, or indirectly through the text 
A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution, inspired David Copeland and (b) through his writings incited racial hatred, and 
through the text A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution and possibly as part of a conspiracy with others, incited murder. 


In early 1998 following pressure from Michael Whine of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, and from antifascists such 


as Gerry Gable, Myatt was arrested at his village home near Malvern by Detectives from SO12 (Special Branch) of 
Scotland Yard as part of Operation Periphery which had been set up to investigate him in relation to incitement to racial 
hatred and conspiracy and incitement to murder. The Police spent seven hours searching Myatt's four-bedroom 
detached home where he lived with his wife and family, and seized and removed his computers and files. Myatt was 
taken to Malvern Police station and interviewed several times. He was later bailed with one of his bail conditions being 
to attend further interviews with officers from SO12 at Charing Cross Police station in London.

For centuries in the lands of the West, as often elsewhere in the 
world, the virtue of fairness has been admired with its cultivation in the individual regarded as a necessity for a 
civilized, cultured, society, based as the virtue was on restrained personal behaviour. {2+ The virtue was enshrined in 
one of the fundamental principles of Western jurisprudence: that the burden of proof is on the person who accuses not 
on the accused. Hence the fairness of the presumption of innocence until probative evidence proves otherwise. 


Muslim Years 


Myatt, during his Muslim years and under his Muslim name of Abdul-Aziz ibn Myatt, wrote several tracts supporting the 
Taliban and martyrdom operations. These included (i) The Significance of the Taliban for the Muslim Ummah, dated 8 
Rabi' al-Awal 1425, (ii) In Reply to Sheikh Salman bin Fahd al-Oadah, dated 16 Ramadan 1428, and (iii) Are Martyrdom 
Operations Lawful According to Quran and Sunnah? dated 16 Jumaada Al-Thaani 1424 with a revised edition published 
on Yaumul Arbi'a 3 Rajab 1428. 


These tracts were all openly published between 1424 AH (2003) and 1428 AH (2007) on Myatt's website and 
subsequently published by others, with a copy of The Significance of the Taliban for the Muslim Ummah found among 
the possessions of Osama bin Laden after his killing by US Navy Seals in the Abbottabad compound in 2011 and which 
copy is now in the CIA archives. 3} 


Even though Myatt's Are Martyrdom Operations Lawful According to Quran and Sunnah? was mentioned at NATO 
conferences ‘4+ and even though according to Daniel Koehler various articles written by Abdul-Aziz ibn Myatt are "some 
of the most elaborate and sophisticated justifications for suicide terrorism in the English language," ‘5+ there has been 
no criminal prosecution of Myatt for authoring such items almost certainly because they are theoretical, theological, 
tracts and as such do not legally incite what many individuals in Western nations would deem to be criminal deeds. 


Thus, In Reply to Sheikh Salman bin Fahd al-Oadah, Myatt asks the rhetorical question who is innocent and who 
defines this term, and then proceeds to quote passages from the Quran and Ahadith, writing that "what needs be 
understood by both Muslims and the peoples of the West is that terms innocent and civilian have no meaning in 
Shariah." 


In Are Martyrdom Operations Lawful According to Quran and Sunnah? he makes a distinction between Intihar and 
Istishad, again quoting from the Quran and Ahadith, and it may be apposite that his interpretations were not disputed 
when, for example, he publicly answered questions from Muslims in 2006 on the English-language Islamic Awakening 
internet forum. £6} 


According to one author, in addition to such writings Myatt travelled to several Muslim lands advocating Jihad. ‘4? 


Thus, as with his National Socialist years, the accusation that he as a Muslim "promoted hatred and killing" has no 
basis in regard to the evidential facts required under due process of law and hence the fairness of the presumption of 
Myatt's innocency applies. 


Conclusion 


That the presumption of Myatt's innocency is not accepted by many people, despite the evidence in favour of it, seems 
to reveal two interesting things. First, that fairness does not seem to be a personal attribute of those who persist in 
spreading rumours about Myatt; and second, that they either do not uphold a basic principle of Western jurisprudence 
or are selective when they do uphold it, such as when it may personally be in their interest or when it is in the interest 
of some religious or political ideology or cause they believe in or support.

Chapter Two 


David Myatt, Savitri Devi, And Those Above Time 


In 1958 the esoteric Hitlerite Savitri Devi published a book titled The Lightning And the Sun, {1} in which she 
expounded her belief that there were three fundamental types of influential men in human history. She termed these 
types "in Time", "against Time" and "above Time" giving as examples of those types Genghis Khan, Adolf Hitler, and 
Akhnaton. 


Of the man "above Time" - she wrote: 


"There are also men ‘outside Time' or rather 'above Time’; men who live, here and now, in eternity; who 
(directly at least) have no part to play in the downward rush of history towards disintegration and death, but 
who behold it from above - as one beholds, from a strong and safe bridge, the irresistible rush of a waterfall 
into the abyss - and who have repudiated the law of violence which is the law of Time [...] 


But the salvation which the men ‘above Time' offer the world is always that which consists in breaking the 
time-bondage. It is never that which would find its expression in collective life on earth in accordance with 
Golden Age ideals. It is the salvation of the individual soul, never that of organised society [...] 


Men ‘outside Time' or 'above Time,' at the most saviours of souls, have, more often than not, disciples who 
are definitely men ‘against Time.' No organisation can live ‘outside Time’ - 'above Time' - and hope to bring 
men back, one day, to the knowledge of the eternal, values. 


That, all men ‘above Time' have realised. In order to establish, or even to try to establish, here and now, a 
better order, in accordance with Truth everlasting, one has to live, outwardly at least, like those who are still 
‘in Time’; like them, one has to be violent, merciless, destructive - but for different ends. 


Knowing this, the real men ‘above Time’ are the first ones to understand and to appreciate the wholehearted 
efforts of their disciples ‘against Time,’ however awful these might appear to ordinary people [...] 


The fallen world can never understand them, i.e., know them, any more than they can understand the fall of 
man, in which they have no part, as others, who share it, can, and do. And yet, untiringly - like the Sun, far 
away and omnipresent - they shed their light; that light which is, in our growing gloom, like a glimpse of all 


the past and future dawns." {2} 


This, and those categories, explain much about Myatt's adult life. A man who began as someone "in Time": from the 
age of sixteen a neo-nazi street activist and thug who served two terms of imprisonment for violence; who on a 
number of occasions was the bodyguard of Colin Jordan, one of the founders of the World Union of National Socialists; 
{3} who was convicted of leading a gang of thieves {4} and who was part of Column 88, a para-military neo-nazi 
group. {5} 


Then, some twenty-five or so years later, he became someone "against Time", a 'Theoretician Of Terror' {6} who was 
alleged to be the author of a document which "provided a detailed step-by-step guide for terrorist insurrection with 
advice on assassination targets, rationale for bombing and sabotage campaigns, and rules of engagement", {7} a 
copy of which document was discovered by Police in the flat of David Copeland {8} whose bombs in London in 1999 
killed three people and injured over a hundred, and which document was also alleged to have influenced the German 
group The National Socialist Underground {9}{10} whose members conducted a series of armed robberies and killed 
nine immigrants. 


Someone who in 1998 converted to Islam and before and after the 9/11 attacks publicly supported bin Laden and the 
Taliban and travelled in the Muslim world supporting Jihad. {11} A copy of Myatt's The Significance of the Taliban for 
the Muslim Ummah was found among the possessions of Osama bin Laden after his killing by US Navy Seals in the 
Abbottabad compound in 2011 and which copy is now in the CIA archives. {12} 


Then, just over ten years later in 2009, a man "above Time" who, rejecting all extremism, political or religious, 
developed and disseminated the compassionate, non-violent, philosophy of pathei-mathos {13} and who certainly fits 
what Savitri Devi wrote about such men: that "the fallen world can never understand them." 


There is, however, an important exception in Myatt's philosophy to Savitri Devi's men "above Time", for she wrote: 


"The most distinctive trait of the men outside or above Time, as opposed to those who live in Time or against 
Time, is perhaps their consistent refusal to use violence even in order to forward the most righteous cause." 
{14} 


The exception is that of honour which Myatt describes as "the numinous balance" since: 


"personal honour is essentially a presencing, a grounding, of woxnh - of Life, of our @botc - occurring when the 
insight (the knowing) of a developed empathy inclines us toward a compassion that is, of necessity, balanced 
by owpovetyv and in accord with dikn. 


This balancing of compassion - of the need not to cause suffering - by ow@poveiv and Sikn is perhaps most 
obvious on that particular occasion when it may be judged necessary to cause suffering to another human 
being. That is, in honourable self-defence. For it is natural - part of our reasoned, fair, just, human nature - to 
defend ourselves when attacked and (in the immediacy of the personal moment) to valorously, with chivalry, 
act in defence of someone close-by who is unfairly attacked or dishonourably threatened or is being bullied 
by others, and to thus employ, if our personal judgement of the circumstances deem it necessary, lethal 
force. 


This use of force is, importantly, crucially, restricted - by the individual nature of our judgement, and by the 
individual nature of our authority - to such personal situations of immediate self-defence and of valorous 
defence of others, and cannot be extended beyond that, for to so extend it, or attempt to extend it beyond 
the immediacy of the personal moment of an existing physical threat, is an arrogant presumption - an act of 
UBptc - which negates the fair, the human, presumption of innocence of those we do not personally know, we 
have no empathic knowledge of, and who present no direct, immediate, personal, threat to us or to others 
nearby us." {15} 


Which might make Myatt's mystical philosophy not only unique but he an exception to most men "above Time" and 
thus perhaps a new type of such persons be they male or female. As for the "fallen ones" of our fallen world who can 
never understand those "above Time" they certainly do not appreciate let alone understand Myatt or his philosophy 
born as it was from his own pathei-mathos. A lack of appreciation and understanding mostly fostered in Myatt's case 
by decades of antifascist - and now, post-2018, Establishment {16} - propaganda and disinformation and false 
accusations against him. {17} 


However, as Savitri Devi wrote: 


"And yet, untiringly - like the Sun, far away and omnipresent - they shed their light; that light which is, in our 
growing gloom, like a glimpse of all the past and future dawns."

Chapter Three 


Return Of The Fantasy 


A fantasy about a person, like fake news about the person, does not need evidential facts to support it, for it is 
sufficient to repeat it ad nauseam to others personally or by modern means such as social media. For there are always 
certain types of individuals who will believe the fantasy is real if it is repeated often enough just as a zealous religious 
preacher can usually convince some people to believe his 'message' or ‘revelation’ if he drones on and on about it and 
appears to them to be sincere. 


Thus the return of a particular decade-old fantasy about David Myatt by some politically motivated zealots is no 
surprise. The zealotical fantasy is that Myatt is a self-obsessed narcissist, an unrepentant neo-nazi and a diabolist, who 
not only posts about himself on social media and on blogs using 'sock puppets' or pseudonyms but also spends his 
days and nighst waiting for posts or items about him so he can reply to them. 


There are five essential parts to this elaborate fantasy. First, that anyone writing anything positive about Myatt is 
assumed to be Myatt himself. Second, that Myatt's voluminous post-2012 writings about rejecting extremism and 
about his ‘philosophy of pathei mathos' are either a deception, lies, by a Master Trickster or were written by someone 
else. Third, that his blog and website are not his, but are run and maintained by some mysterious person, a disciple of 
the Master Trickster. Fourth, that in reality Myatt is a sad lonely old man who needs to finally grow up. Fifth, that unless 
Myatt, a recluse for around twenty years, agrees to personally meet the fantasist(s) and have the encounter filmed and 
answers questions from an invited audience of their flunkeys or their antifascist colleagues, they will not only never 
believe him but, the piéce de résistance, they will take a refusal as proof that they were right about him all along 
because that refusal is all the ‘evidence’ such zealots need. 


Thus, 


° When asked if writings such as Myatt's Weltschmerz And The Conflict In Gaza {1} or his Five Mournful 
Reminders {2} or his Five Missives (2023-2024) {3} reveal he is not a narcissist, the fantasists reply (a) that 
they are a deception, lies, or were written by someone else, or (b) ignore the question and either repeat their 
accusations and/or indulge in ad hominems about the person asking the question. 


° When asked how his post-2012 writings and his 'philosophy of pathei mathos' can be so internally 
consistent over a period of fourteen years the fantasists invariably do not reply and instead just repeat their 
accusations and/or indulge in ad hominems about the person asking the question. 


° When asked where are their scholarly analysis and critique of Myatt's 'philosophy of pathei mathos' the 
fantasists invariably do not reply and instead either repeat their accusations and/or indulge in ad hominems 
about the person asking the question. 


° When asked where are their scholarly analysis and critique of Myatt's scholarly writings such as his 190- 
page book containing translations of and commentary on tracts of the Corpus Hermeticum {4} the fantasists 
invariably make the silly claim that he merely plagiarized other works, or ignore the question and instead 
repeat their fantasy or parts of it and/or indulge in ad hominems about the person asking the question. 


° When asked where are their evidential facts, primary sources, to support their belief that Myatt is still a 
neo-nazi or was or is a diabolist they either repeat their accusations and/or indulge in ad hominems about 
the person asking the question and/or provide what they hilariously claim is ‘evidence’ which has previously 
been debunked. {5} 


° When asked why Myatt - their "sad old lonely man" - was included in the 2021 list of the world's twenty 
most dangerous extremists {6} they do not reply and instead just repeat their accusations and/or indulge in 
ad hominems about the person asking the question. 


By their fantasies, their failure to answer relevant questions, and by their ad hominems, they are known for who and 
what they really are.
